About 8 o'clock in the evening Mr. Lin- 


coln escaped to tho telegraph office 
1, then 


in a two-story building opposite tho state 
house, unseen by tho crowd. Sir. Wilson, 
tho superintendent, hnd an extra force of 
operators busily receiving dispatches, and, 
as fast as tho figures wore transcribed, they 
wero handed to Mr. Lincoln for perusal. 
Ho read them aloud to his friends, and com- 
mented as ho progressed upon their favora- 
bleness or unfftvorableness. Tho early din. 
patches wore so disjointed that it was im- 
possible to make much out of them. Tho 
returns from the certain republican states 
were regarded as only confirmatory of pre- 
vious expectations, and, for a long lime, 
tlio conversation turned upon tho votes of 
counties and precincts in Illinois. 
Every 


locality seemed familiar lo him. 
When tho 


votes from "Egypt" came in, ho was quite 
earnest in his expressions of delight, and 
seemed lo have romembflroil jimt how many 
votes were cnst in each place at tho prior 
election. 


Sometimes tho figures would give 
the 


exact gains, and, if they were at all incor- 
rect, llr. Lincoln know it; at once. 
Many 


times ho gavo vent to such expressions as 


hftt voto will elect 
to Iho House," 


, "That kind of gains will mako 
• 


sheriff," or, "One nioro such gain will give 
us another congressman,'1 nnd, while he 
passed over scattering returns from western 
states with silence, or at best ft nod of ap- 
proval, ho almost invariably had n word to 
say about local returns from Illinois. When 
a dispatch arrived announcing that ho had a 
majority in St. Louis, ho exclaimed, "\Vell, 
done, Prank Blair and (.iratz Brown i" littlo 
surmising tlmt those two worthies would 
themselves bo presidential candidates on tho 
enemy's side inside of 12 years. 
Thus the 


time wore on,and the returns seemed only to 
confirm and mako mire previous hopes. 


Just us it happens now, BO it was sixteen 


years ago, that the voto of New York 
seemed to tho politicians to bo tho decision 
of tho contest. It will bo remembered that 
an unprecedented event in the history of the 
opposition occurred, that year, in tho New 
York canvass. Thero wore threo candidates, 
Brackinridgo, Douglrm and Bell opposed to 
Lincoln, and, though their respective ad- 
herents hated oach other with ferocity un- 
precedented, they all hated Mr. Lincoln 
worso yot. It WHS in that state that tlio 
southern democrats showed their sagacity 
in managing tho Douglas democracy and tho 
native American leaders who wore support- 
ing John Bell of Tennessee.

Howard giving a glowing ac- 
count of tho gaiua iu his own neighborhood, 
and another from Thurlow Weed predicting 
a victory, but tho news from the city of Now 
York was wanted. 
About 11 o'clock the 


first dispatch carno. , 


ft was from Simeon Draper (afterward 


collector of tho port of New York), announc- 
ing that tho returns from (J:J olectioujprc- 
ciuots had been returned, and, with four ex- 
ceptions, showed such republican gains as 
to justify an estimate of 35,000 majority. 
This was so much better than was expected, 
that there was joy upon all tho faces present, 
and courage in every heart, 'i'hen there 
was a private telegram from the ottk-o of thu 
Albany Evening Journal.

Mr. Lincoln gave a long sigh of relief as 


he read this at first .in silence and then 
aloud. By thin time the room was nearly 
full.. Lyman Trnmbull had arrived at mid- 
night from Alton, and entering the room 
warmly embraced Mr. Lincoln, and said, 
"It is glorious." 
A hand-shaking all around 


took place amid tho clicking of tho instru- 
ments, and thero would have been a set-no 
if Mr. Lincoln, putting an his cloak, hnd 
not suid, "Wellj'it's tiiuo I should go home 
and toll Mrs. Lincoln the news." 


But it was not to be so soon. Ere he had 


left tho telegraph oflico, the news had been 
read to the audience in the state house, aud 
as that made it a sure thing, the people 
wero wild with excitement. They poured 
out into the streets yelling like Indians, and 
tho cheers, hurrahs and yelling were kept 
up all night. 
Mr. Lincoln was captured by 


a committee aud taken to tbo upper room 
of a restaurant mid confectionery (my 


iciiiory fails me as to tho name of its pro- 


prietor) where an oyster-supper had been 
spread. There wero f)0 women,uud as many 
men present,most of thorn his nearest neigh- 
bors. Ho was received with applause and 
baud-shaking till his inner man was nearly 
forgotten- However ho managed to tal-f: his 
allowance of edibles and cnrry on animated 
conversation at the same time. After he had 
finished, one enthusiastic girl boldly faced 
the prosiclent-elect and kissed him. 
This 


was the signal for others to do likewise, and 
in an instant tho female portion of th" au- 
dience was iu an uproar, rushing toward Mr. 
Lincoln to give him kisses such as Spring- 
field girls of 18l>0 know how to give, Thoy 
tumbled the dishes so promiscuously that the 
managers proposed that a line should bo 
formed and each maiden and matron take 
her turn in the amatory esercisa. This was 
speedily done and fairly carried out, except- 
ing by one ardent tuiss still in her teens, 
who, having civoii Mr. Lincoln one kiss, 
took her place~ut the end of the lino again 
and gavo him a se.ioud without flinching. 
This eutertaiurnent broke up about L' A. M., 
and it was after that hour that a few friends 
formed a body-guard and escorted tho Unit 
republican president to his dwelling.
